HE firſt thing which theſe Words ſug- 
geſt to our Meditations is Death, a very 
affrighting thing, formidable to human 
Nature, the mere mentioning of which, 
is enough to damp our Spirits, and the 
Careſles of all ſenſual Delights and Satisfactions, quaſh 
all the Glee which we can find in any wild Frolicks 
or riotous Jollities; dim the luſtre of all Earthly 
Grandeurs and Beauties ; over-cloud and darken all 
the Splendor and Glories of this World. And yet 
dye we muſt, it hath pleas'd God, by reaſon of Sin, to 
bring it upon all Mankind, to make it the neceſflary 
——_ of our Nature in this Life, For it is appointed 

for Mex once to dye. 

That we may make the beſt improvement of theſe 
words we can. 1, Let us meditate what it 15s to dye. 2.Of 
the aſſuredneſs of Death to us all, It is appointed for 
Men. 3. The time when this ſhall betal us, we are 
once, at a certain time to dye. Laſtly, -What may 
comfort us againſt the fear of Death,

Ploughing nor Sowing, nor Buying nor Selling, nor 
Sitting nor Walking, nor Heat nor Cold; but a new 
'World of Spiritual Beings. We are told glorious 


.þ things of the happineſs of that State, but withal, that 
Pit is like nothing which we have ſeem or heard, or can 


.conceive. And no wonder, fince 'tis the entertain- 
ment and employment ot Angels and Spirits, where- 
as all onr. notices come by Sente. While we are in 
this Body, we can have no Notions from any thin

{can no more underſtand an Invilible World, and Im- 
+ material Inhabitants, than a Man born blind can Co- 
lours; he may believe there are ſuch, and may hear 
Perſons diſcourſe learnedly abour 'em, but they can- 
.not be repreſented to him any way, whereby he can 
have an Idea of them. $0 that we cannot conceive 
how we ſhall be when we have parted with our. Bo- 
dies, and left them behind us 5 what will be onr em- 
ployment, or ſhall fo much as firſt preſent it (felt to 
us; how we can be able'to diſcern and diſtinguiſh 
Spirits, or converſe with 'em 3 whither it s we are to 
g0, ſince no Place as fach can attett a Soul 3 wheren 
the happineſs of that State conlilts, The knowledge 
of which things, while all our Intelligence 15 to come

Hence then were 1t wiſe in us tocomply with all our 
Saviour's DireCQtions, for the faſhioning of our Minds,

fitions of Mind are neceſlary for us to relliſh the Hap- 
pine(s. of that ſtate. For there are many deyrees and | 
inſtances of Vertue required from us, which are not 

necetiary to, nay, ſcarce conſiſtent with the happy and | 
proſperous Conduion of this World, or our hving in | 
tt: For we are ot to love it, we are to live above it 1 | 
to ſtifle and ſuppreſs not only the extravagant and | 
trregular, but even the natural Appetites f the Body, 

and to deſpiſe the Pleaſures of it, ſubduing the Fleſh to the 

Spirit 5, to enjoy this World with that great indifferency, | 
as if we enjoy d it not ;, to have our converſation in Heaven, 


all our joys and affeions, our treaſure and hearts there ; - 


to love our Enemies, and thoſe who hate us and pitefulty | 


aſe us ; to forgive Injuries 3 not to retaliate Evil for Evil, 
but the contrary : Which things we cannot think why 
our Saviour ſhould require from us, were it not that 
that Temper of Mind which theſe Vertues form in us, 
1s neceſſary to prepare us for the happineſs of the other 
Life ; and ſo far as we abate of them, ſo far ſhall we 
fall ſhort of our Felicity in that State. 

As for the Miſeries of it, we may well beheve, that | 
they alſo are more than any thing we have ſeer, or felt,

[Bodies which we hve in, cannot fſabfiſt in that pure 
Light and glorious Region where God dwells ; and 
therefore to be fit to inherit Glory, they muſt at the 
laſt day be ſpiritualiz d, free from all ſublunary Paſ- 
fions, to. relliſh none of the Pleaſires of Fleſh and 
Blood ; and the more they are refin'd here from Flcſh- 
ly Appetites and Earthly Inclinations, the more glo- 
rious will they riſe again. 

| 1. This again ſhould wean our Minds from all ſen- 
ſual Pleaſures and worldly Aﬀections. For if we car 


' ike nothing but theſe things, what ſhall we do when 


we come to leave 'em, when they cannot be had > 
For whatever clothing our Souls may have, yet Fleſh 
and Blood they ſhall not. And altho' when our Bo- 
dies fall from us into Duſt, the particnlar Deſires and 
{lighter Inclinations of 'em may poflibly depart from 
us, (as we ſee in long and tedious ficknefles and auſte- 
rities, Men care not much for bodily Pleaſares:) Yet 
when the Soul is ſenſualiz'd (as it is in old Sinners, tho' 
| the Body be decay'd) and can eſteem no other ; "tis 
uncapable of any happineſs _ _ or in a Bo. 
dy that 1s Spiritualiz'd and Glorited. By how much: 
therefore our Inclinations are funk into Fleſh and 
Senſe, by ſo much arc we indiſpos'd for the happine(G 
| of the next Life, which doth not conſiſt in 'em ; and. 
the more Spiritual our Nature is, the more is it prepa+ 
red for the Glortes that ſhall be revealed. 

2. We ſhould not hence pride our fetves too much: 
about our Bodies, -— Either as to their Deſcent, ſince. 
| our Pedigree 1s all alike Antient, and no one knows 


what

what ſoxt of Perſons his Anceſtors may have been, how. 
ever We know what we all in a ſhort time muſt be. 


Or \as tc thir Beauty, which if 1t be not overvalu-| 


ed, but real, ſoon whithcreth away like Graſsz whereas 
Gracs& and Goodneſs gives the molt plealing Air to our! 
very Aſped, ſuchasno Bcauty Natural or Artificial can 
come hear. However *tis but a little while till we ſhall 
not know the difference betwixt the Duſt of one Per- 
ſon and another. 

Or as to their Apparel, which beſides that it often but 


indiffcrently ſets off the Perſon (the plainel(t Drels ac-! 


cording to Peoples Quality being moſt becoming) can 
be of no uſc in the other Life to cover a Man's Soul, 

Or that we havean Eſtate to provide more largely for 
them than others have z or can pamper them more : Yet 
for all this they will tall into Duſt, and the tooner or- 
dinarily for our too much Indulging. 

Laſtly, we ſhould bcheve according to the Scriptures, 
that our Bodies (hall ſpring up again more glorious at 
the Reſurrection, and in the mean time they are ſaid in 
Scripture to be aſſeep. The Soul muſt all the while be in 
an imperfect State without the Body, and is not com- 
pleatly happy till they meer each other again, to live 
in perpetual Harmony and Pleaſures, to which glori- 
fied Bodics will be highly Inſtrumental. But if we 
make our Bodies the Servants of Sin, and they carry 
to their Graves fleſhly Luſts and ſenſual Aﬀettion? 
* they will riſe to ſhame and everlaſting contempt. 


Thus we have heard what it is to dye. In what ſenſe; 
we aretounderſtand Death, that we do not then ceaſe | 


to be. And methinks when we ſee the Body of a worthy 
Friend or Relation he betore us, pale and without 
Senſe or Motion, who but few Hours ſince, may be, 
was our Support and Comfort ; we cannot conceive 


that this muſt be all of the Perſon, but that the Soul is 


alive 
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alive ſomewhere, tho we did not ſee it go, nor what 
Company did attend it, nor what a State or Place it 
paſy'd into. 

2. I proceed to the next thing, The aſſuredneſs of 
Death to us all, 1! is appointed for ws. 

Of this all Mankind 1s a Proof by the ſucceſſion of 
Generations. And our ſelves ſee that thoſe who live 
the oldeſt, yet Death follows them cloſe at the Heels, 
and at Jaſt gives them the fatal ſtroke. There have been 
ewoindecd excepted ſince the beginning of the World ; 
but no more will nll the cnd of it, and then faith

Had we been made Spirits at firſt, we had had no :z- 
Principles of Mortality in 1s and 1t had been hard to 
have depriv'd us of onr Natures, and to have made us 
mortal for one Vian's Sin, without our fault. But we 
were made of Flc{h and Blood, of the Duſt of the 
Farth, and ſubje& therefore by Nature to Diſlolution 
afrd Corruption ; for that which 1s made of Duſt, may 
fare be reſfolv'd into it again. And fince it pleas'd God 
to deprive our firſt Parents, becauſe of their Sin, cf 
that Supernatural Priviledge of the Tree of Life, which 
was gramed them alone tor a Sacrament or an Aſjurance 
of Immortality, we have no wrong done us. Fur hu- 
man Nature 1s, and always was, in its Frame Y ortal. 
Adam's Body, even mn Paradiſe, was init felf as vulnera- 
ble, as capable of a violent Death, or being prejudic?d 
by infe&tious Airs as ours are; tho' it was more 66. 
from them. Zur now. ſince $7 3s come forth into the 
World, and Men have corrupted their Nature by it, and 
are left to thcir own Counlcls, toinjure themiclves and 
one another by violence and exccſs, and to the Contin- 
yencics of things, there mult needs be Death, tho = 

COLI 
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could get a Preſervative againſt all the decays of Na- 
ture. So true is it that Si brought Death into the world. 
And 'tisas true, that he will now never leave coming 
to. our Doors, till he has fetcht us one after another all 
away. 

ha indeed conſidering this fallen and Apoſtate ſtate 
of the World, an Immortal Life were not delireable 


in it, tho' our Bodies might be preſerv'd by a Miracle, | 


and Mankind did not too much encreaſe. For ſhort as: 
it is, a little while gives wiſe Men enough of it, but then 
it would be intolerable, and it has pleas'd God to 
provide a better Place for us. 

Now the afluredneſs that we muſt all dye, that the 
pale Meſſenger muſt ſhortly cloſe our Eyes, and fill us 
full with Duſt and Clay, ſhould cool our deſires after 
this World ; tcach us when we have enough 3 ſhew 
us that theſe are not the Riches of a Soul, which muſt 


ſhortly change this Life; and put us upon an early Pre-' 


paration for Death, leſt we render our Lives uncom- 
fortable for fear of it, and beaffrighted and in Agonies, 
when it comes within view, and we lee 1t approach us. 
3. The time when Death will beftal us. We are oxce, 
at accrtaintime fo dye. [t is appointed for men once to dye. 
When and where, and how each of us ſhall depart 


this World, the All-knowing God foreſees, and has 


certainly determined. For we cannot ſuppoſe it to be 
nnknown or unreſolv'd with him, how he will propor- 
tion our Lives, and what our Death ſhall be. And,

yet when they have not known the truth of things, 
would be willing to believe and ſpeak the worſt ; a 
Quality ſhe had ever a juſt Reſentment againſt. She was 
glad of any opportunity to hear the Younger read, du- 
ly minding them of their Prayers ; enjoining this in her 
Will to all her Children, as a Condition of her Lega-

at the leaſt twice every Day. She was kind to her Ser- 
vantsz careful of them when they were fick 3 apt to 
adviſe them. 

Was mightily helptul and good to her ſick Neighbours, 
or when they were otherways amiſs 3 always coveted to 
make Peace among them ; her ſelt (hewing them a good 
Example of forgetting Injuries. Ofan affable and gentle 
Carriage, obliging Perſons by the much becoming mode- 
{ty and handſomneſs of it : Very lowly and mean in her 
own Eyes, rather too much diſtruſting her own Abilities. 
So exactlyJuſt,that ſhe would ſometimes rather pay twice, 
than lie under the ſuſpicion of wronging any one once. 
As to her Charity in giving, that we may well ſpeak to, 
ſince twice a Week all are ſerved that come. Fair in her 
Dealings ; ſeldom, if ever, reckoning with the Paryſhio- 
nexs, but would return 'em ſome of her own Rightsagain, 
(being willing to pleaſe 'em 3) and to many of the Poorer, 
the whole, often to her own loſs, keeping off Trouble 
from them 3 ready to adviſe and afliſt them in any Emer- 
gency that needed to be brought to her, or wherein ſhe 
thought ſhe conld ſerve them. Seldom made unneceſſary 
Viſits, having Buſineſs enough in her Family, and the 
care of her own Soul to mmd;, ſo that ſhe had httle 


time to ſpare. And on every occaſion apt to expreſs the 
reſigna- 
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reſignationof her Will to the Divine Pleaſure z as ſhe e- 
ſpecially did in her long and languiſhing Sickneſs, which 
was many times very painful 3 being extraordinary meek 
and patient under it tothe laſt minute of her life, as litrle 
troubleſome certainly to thoſe about her, as ever any one 
was. And as {be {ſhunn'd all Pomp and Ceremony through 
the whole Courſe of her life, ſo at her death, ſhe deſired 
to be carried to her Grave in quiet, without noiſe or the 
attendance of any but the Bearers and hcr own Ser- 
vants 3 tho' we could not procure that for her. 

2. Such as have exceeded all that ever I knew of either 
Sexes, namely her conſtant Feſtings and Prayers. By the 
tormer ſhe too much weakned her nature; and the latter 
was in a manner her continual employment, when ſhe 
could get leiſurefrom buſineſs. Some of the Family have 

 ſupposd, ſhe always kept to fix ſtated times of Prayer e- 
very day ; but I havegenerally known it to be mach oft- 
ner, eſpecially againſt a Sacrament. And ſhe rarely miſ- 
ſed the Publick Prayers in her own Houle, or at Church, 
for all thoſe Seven laſt Years that I have had the Honour to 
ſerve her in them: and her coming was not to gaze or 
muſe, but to join with the whole Service. Inſuch a frame 
of mind continued ſhe on to her death 3 diſpoling her 
ſelf into an humble Pofture, when ſhe was mot able to 
kneel, nor m{e when the was down. | 

Laſily, Having receiy'd the Abſolutton of the Church, 
which {he carneſtly deſired, rogether with the Sacrament 
of the Lord's Supper, ſhe departed this Life the 27th of 
November laſt paſt, in great Peace of Conlcience, and 
Univerſal Charty to all People. I conclude all with the
